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This panel will discuss the implications of atrial arrhythmias in astronauts from a variety of 
perspectives; including historical data, current practices, and future challenges for exploration 
class missions. The panelists will present case histories, outline the evolution of current NASA 
medical standards for atrial arrhythmias, discuss the use of predictive tools, and consider 
potential challenges for current and future missions. 
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
